([FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] One man was stoned to 
death and another shot in the leg as fighting between 
the mainly FORD-Kenya [Forum for the Restoration 
of Democracy-Kenya] and KANU [Kenya African Na- 
tional Union) supporting communities raged for the sec- 
ond day at the Kibera slums in Nairobi. 


Scores of people were injured and several houses set 
ablaze in the mayhem between youths of the mainly Luo 
and Nubian communities. Police last night confirmed 
that the man who was killed worked for the Catholic 
University. 


The Kilimani Division Police boss [Eston Njau] also 
said that another man who was seriously injured in 
the funeral procession of the man killed on Friday [13 
October] was taken to Kenyatta National Hospital. 


Mr. Eston Njau said last night as he patrolled the 
area: "We can confirm that only one man died today 
(yesterday). No other person has been killed." 


Earlier the NATION team found the dead man lying on 
the ground with stones scattered near him. His head was 
bashed in and he had other injuries. 


Police shot Mr. Jonathan Okeyo Olum in the right thigh 
as he stood about 20 metres away. He had apparently 
annoyed the police officer who pulled the trigger by his 
"vocal nature and behaviour that gave a hint (about) 
who the inciter was”. 


A few metres away, Mr. Peter Ooko Obanda, from 
Seme, writhed in pain as blood gushed from several 
deep cuts in his head, neck and chest. 


He said he had met youths who had been flushed out of 
the nearby Muslim cemetery by FORD-Kenya youths 
as they dug a grave to bury the victim of last Friday’s 
murder. The youths were part of the crowd which was 
mobbing the area’s surrounding MP Raila Odinga as he 
made his way through the slums. 


Shouts of "Simba, Simba" [lion] rent the air as the 
excited supporters mobbed the MP. 


Mr. Obanda was beaten using spades and shovels which 
had been used for digging. With the blood-thirsty mob 
hot on his heels, he made a dash for a nearby house 
but was locked out by the occupanis. Convinced he was 
dead, his attackers ran away singing Nubian songs. 
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Although the fighting was reportedly sparked by the 
Friday murder of a man whose name was given as 
Haidhar Ayub, some people see the continuation of the 
fighting as politically and ethnically motivated. The man 
was buried late yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Odinga blamed the government for the violence and 
asked the opposition to unite against what he called a 
new wave of terror. 


Earlier, the Nairobi Provincial Commissioner, Mr. Fran- 
cis Lekolool warned that the government would mar- 
shal the necessary security machinery to end the bloody

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President Mandela’s Speech to UN Previewed

SAPA — President Nelson Mandela flies to New York 
this week to make one of the shortest but most important 
foreign policy speeches in the history of post-apartheid 
South Africa. 


Speaking at the 50th anniversary celebrations of the 
United Nations, he is widely expected to throw his 
weight behind calls to democratise the UN itself, and in 
particular to expand the permanent membership of the 
Security Council to give a voice to the Third World. 


At the moment the only permanent members are the 
United States, Britain, France, China and Russia. 


Mandela is also likely to address South Africa’s role in 
peacekeeping on the African continent. 


He will have only five minutes to speak in the General 
Assembly: the same limitation applies to the other 150 
or so heads of state and government participating in the 
three-day verbal marathon. 


US President Bill Clinton, representing the UN’s host 
country, is to speak first at the opening session on 
Sunday morning, but all other placings have been 
decided by lot. 


Mandela has won a prime spot — he is fifth speaker on 
Monday morning. India’s prime minister, on the other 
hand, is scheduled to speak near midnight on Tuesday 
— if everyone before him has observed the time limit. 


"It’s a logistical nightmare for everybody, and a security 
nightmare, and you name it," a staffer at the South 
African mission to the UN said this week. 


Director of Southern African Studies at the University of 
the Western Cape, Prof Peter Vale, said the celebrations 
offered South Africa an opportunity to redefine its 
relations with the United Nations and participate in 
setting a global agenda for the next century. 


So far democratic South Africa’s participation in "global 
theatre" had been limited to the April election, the 
inauguration and World Cup rugby. 


"The 50th anniversary is really an opportunity for a 
new beginning. It’s not helpful that the world is so 
disoriented, that traditional notions of sovereignty are 
under such challenge. South Africa is not alone in 
a...search for identity.” 


The challenge, he said, was trying to look at South 
Africa in the world beyond Mandela. 
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In his speech Mandela is unlikely to address the 
sensitive issue of South Africa’s R367 million [rands] 
debt to the United Nations. These arrears in membership 
fees were built up in the apartheid years after South 
Africa was barred from taking its place in the General 
Assembly in 1974. 


Vale said he thought South Africa might try to "hold 
out" on the debt and obtain some sort of discount. 


One possibility was by making a strong commitment 
to peacekeeping — a thought which made him ,row 
cold" as it raised the possibility of conscription, extra 
taxes and a resurgence of the militarism that brought 
South Africa to the "brink of ruin" in 1980. 


"It may be a way to pay the debt (but) it’s quite dismal, 
I think." 


Mandela, who will be accompanied at the UN by 
Foreign Minister Alfred Nzo, leaves for New York on 
Friday and returns on October 24. 


Although the South African government has received 
numerous requests for bilateral talks, it is unlikely that 
any will be slotted into the President’s already tight 
schedule, which includes the American premiere of 
the film "Cry the Beloved Country" and a possible 
appearance on Larry King Live. 


‘Little Chance’ of NP Quitting Government

"In looking at the critical areas of security and stabil- 
ity some observations and remarks are made (in the 
document) about the SANDF and South African Po- 
lice Service [SAPS], and their loyalty to the democratic 
process," Modise said. 


He praised SANDF head Gen George Meiring for 
playing "a crucial role" in promoting peace and stability 
in support of the police, and "upholding the democratic 
process". 


In its reaction the ANC reiterated its support for the 
work of the SAPS and the SANDF in combating crime, 
maintaining stability and safeguarding the constitution. 


Said ANC general secretary Cyril Ramaphosa: "The 
ANC is concerned by the manner in which the media 
has portrayed this issue. 


"Claims in some reports that the ANC has misgivings 
about loyalty of the SAPS and the SANDF are wholly 
inaccurate portrayal of the ANC’s stated position — 
and misrepresentation of the content and spirit of the 
discussion," Ramaphosa said. 


The document, he said, was being distributed to ANC 
structures "merely as a basis for discussion" and did not 
reflect any shift in ANC policy towards policing, the 
police service or the defence force. 


Ramaphosa said the ANC was concerned by meagre 
salaries earned by security force members, lack of 
motivation and working long hours under dangerous 
conditions. 


"If the government is going to improve its capacity 
to combat crime and lawlessness, these are the areas 
which should be addressed as a matter of urgency,” said 


Ramaphosa. 


Fivaz To Meet With Mandela Over Police Loyalty

[FBIS Translated Text] The statement that five Defense 
Force and police chiefs and their "mandate" to General 
Constand Viljoen to do what is necessary to force the 
ANC to meet its constitutional commitment toward 
members and former members of the security forces 
could become a big dilemma for the Freedom Front 
[FF] leader. 


Thus far the FF has gone out of its way not to alienate 
President Nelson Mandela because important aspects 
linked to self-determination have not yet been finalized. 


On one hand, Gen. Viljoen was prepared to state on 
record this week that he had been on the verge of 
initiating an armed struggle in the country four days 
before last year’s general election. 


Only intervention by international diplomats, who pres- 
sured the ANC to sign an agreement on Afrikaner self- 
determination and have it entrenched in the interim con- 
stitution, averted bloodshed. 


All members of the Boer Crisis Action Committee and 
others who had participated in planning the uprising 
risk are being charged for sedition if the cut-off date 
for amnesty is not moved to 10 May. 


"Many of these people could not come to terms with 
why I had changed my mind about resorting to war," 
Gen. Viljoen said. 


RAPPORT already has reported that certain people 
currently behind bars could be linked to Gen. Viljoen’s 
planned revolt. 


Gen. Viljoen frankly said that it was unfair that members 
of his group now had to pay thousands of rands in legal 
costs to prove their innocence, all because the ANC and 
the National Party are refusing to move the cut-off date 
from December 1993. 
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"For obvious political reasons, we’ve had no coopera- 
tion from Mr. F.W. de Klerk on shifting the date," Gen. 
Viljoen said. 


Regarding the AWB [Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging; 
Afrikaner Resistanc? Movement], Gen. Viljoen said 
although the AWB often "got out of hand,” there were 
within the AWB "very good Afrikaner boys who believe 
that what they did had a political goal.” 


According to Viljoen, the presence of "agents of influ- 
ence" within the AWB should also not be ruled out. 
These are people who infiltrated the AWB on behalf of 
the government to gain information and to mislead the 
Organization into committing deeds that would discredit 
it. 

About the security forces, Gen. Viljoen had this to 
say: “It is not in the country’s interest for the Mandela 
government to take drastic action against these people. 


"A characteristic common of these people was the fact 
that they still remained loyal to the government of the 
day. These are people who performed their duties with 
great loyalty and dedication. 


"These people should not be turned into revolutionaries. 
The security forces knew the nature of the war better 
than even the politicians. They knew that it has a 
political and an economic component. They remained 
loyal because they realized that political adaptations had 
to be made before lasting peace could prevail in the 
country. Mandela cannot afford to exclude these people 
from the reconciliation process. 


"Fairness is important to soldiers. It determines the 
esteem they have for their superiors. They had believed 
that President Mandela would see to it that they were 
treated fairly. But they have been waiting far too long. 


"If President Mandela is indifferent toward this segment 
of Afrikanerdom, then I cannot accept responsibility for 
what they might do. 


"I am not making threats. It was very difficult for 
me personally not to continue the struggle. If Mandela 
understands my situation, then he should understand 
these people’s, as well." 


Gen. Viljoen said that he had a candid discussion 
with Mandela on the presence of communists in the 
ANC. Mandela told him: "We have a loyalty toward 
those people. We have to show them comradeship 
and loyalty.” Gen. Viljoen says he understood what 
President Mandela was telling him. 


"He must not take me to task if I use the same argument 
regarding these people and groups. I will not turn my 
back on them easily."

Police and the Defence Force were called in to pre- 
vent violent confrontation between armed IFP support- 
ers, who had seized control of the stadium, and ANC 
supporters, SABC [South African Broadcasting Corpo- 
ration) TV news reported. 


ANC spokesman Ronnie Mamoepa said in a statement 
to SAPA on Sunday the ANC condemned the actions 
of IFP supporters and members in Zonkizizwe. 
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"The action of IFP supporters undermined both the 
electoral code of conduct and efforts to create the 
climate of free political activity in the run-up to the 
local government elections,” Mamoepa said. Sunday’s 
events were also “an attempt to create no-go areas for 
certain political parties", he added. 


Deputy Defence Minister Ronnie Kasrils, who was due 
to address the rally, held an informal meeting in a side- 
street after a lengthy stand-off between the two groups. 
Kasrils strongly condemned what he called the IFP’s 
political intolerance. 


"We were surrounded on all sides. If it wasn’t for the 
police and the Defence Force our people would have 
been overrun,” he said. 


Kasrils introduced the area’s ANC local election candi- 
dates at the informal meeting. 


IFP supporters had occupied the stadium to protest at 
the ANC’s refusal to allow free political activity in the 
area as well as the victimisation of IFP supporters, an 
IFP leader at the scene told reporters. 


The ANC also called on IFP leadership to condemn 
"without reservation" the actions of their members and 
supporters and to commit themselves to free and fair 
local government elections. 


"The ANC commits itself to the creation of a climate 
for free and fair elections," Mamoepa said.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] It is not my style to respond 
to newspaper articles which clearly reflect shoddy 
reportage. But when a newspaper uses the power of 
an editorial, then it deserves a response. In particular 
I refer to your editorial of [words indistinct]. The 
constitution enjoins all parties serving in the GNU 
to share collective responsibility for actions of this 
Government. 4!! measures which have been adopted to 
date by the Minister of Safety and Security have been 
subjected to scrutiny in this committee before adoption 
by the Cabinet. 


The SA Chamber of Business Confidence (Sacob} Index 
of September 1995, published on October 5, paid special 
attention to this aspect when it factored in the question 
of domestic crime and violence. While it concluded that 
this was still a significant threa:, it recorded that there 
were "some early signs of success from recent initiatives 
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to curb crime and violence”. It also noted "the positive 
impact on perceptions arising from improved policing 
and harsher treatment for offenders from the judicial 
system". 


In my criticism of De Klerk I briefly referred to this 
Sacob Business Confidence Index. Note the overriding 
emphasis on the need for all to co-operate. Note 
also the acknowledgment that there are signs that this 
Covernment’s initiatives are beginning to succeed in our 
war against crime. It is ear'y days to proclaim victory 
on this front, but it is noteworthy to acknowledge initial 
successes. 


Where do the National Party and its leader locate 
themselves in this context? No serious minded person, 
let alone the major minority party in GNU, can walk 
away from this imperative to work together. But Mr 
de Klerk, for internal party political reasons within his 
own party and for cheap electioneering purposes, seeks 
to perpetuate the perception that the ANC is soft on 
crime and that his party can “stop crime now”. 


In spite of the fact that he has been entrusted by 
the president with a powerful position of heading the 
Cabinet committee on security and intelligence, he 
chooses to abdicate responsibility in the interest of his 
internal party problems and for electioneering purposes. 
Any self-respecting person holding the chairmanship 
of such a Cabinet committee ought to, of his own 
accord, resign that position if he wishes to abdicate the 
responsibility that goes with the post. 


Did your editorial writer read the Hansard debate 
covering the exchange between myself and De Klerk 
before he rushed to put pen to paper? No glib editorial 
can serve the imperative of co-operation to curb crime 
and violence. 


And certainly it is time that The Star took note that such 
glib editorials will not remain unchallenged. 
Newspaper editors need to be careful in their choice of 


words when they report so that they do not mislead the 
public. 


But, of course, it may be asking too much of The Star 
and the newspapers to read the correct lesson. Certainly 
your editorial suggests a mindset that your editorials can 
continue to live the holier than thou mythology. 


I do not take issue with reportage and with missed 
nuances because of editorial cutting. I take issue with 
your editorial writing. 


Your editorial then quotes me as follows: "As long as 
Mr de Klerk plays a prominent role over the security 
section, then I say he will continue to give it a bad 
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name, becase out there in the streets the public will 
not trust the security forces.” 


You regard this as “pure nonsense” on the grounds that 
the Minister of Defense, of Safety and Security and the 
Deputy Minister in charge of Intelligence Services are 
all members of the ANC. Interesting logic, but clearly 
based on no understanding of the GNU as a mechanism 
to ensure that transformation takes place as smoothly as 
possible. 


Nowhere in the record of this Government will you find 
that the ANC has walked away from its responsibilities 
by attributing defects or inadequate steps taken by 
Government by harping on whether a particular ministry 
is in the hands of an NP iember or not. Your dismissal 
of my views as pure nonsense fails to get to grips with 
this problem. 


I believe that we need a Government of National Unity. 
I am not asking for De Klerk’s dismissal from the 
Government. I am asking for steps to be taken which 
would compel De Klerk to reexamine his conduct so as 
to find the responsible role that he should be playing.

The Azanian People’s Liberation Army (Apla) veteran 
was exposed last week by Spectrum, the investigative 
unit of Independent Newspapers, as a highly paid 
security police agent for the previous government. 
Spectrum has also confirmed that Mdhluli was an agent 
for Zimbabwe's Central Intelligence Organisation (CIO) 
as well. 


Spectrum was told yesterday that Mdhluli’s treachery 
was a "serious security breach” since it was "completely 
unlikely” that he had terminated his commitments to the 
CIO when he joined the NIA. "Zimbabwe and South 
Africa are in economic competition with each other for 
the same foreign investments. The rivalry is intense. We 
are economic enemies,” said a source. 
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Spectrur:’s sources said it was believed that a number 
of others liberation movement members were recruited 
by Zimbabwean intelligence during their exile in that 
country. “Several are now in NIA,” according to the 
sources. 


It is furthermore understood that Mdhluli had become 
increasingly isolated in the NIA pvior to his death. 
Sources said yesterday he was being sidelined by, 
among others, former members of Umkhonto we Sizwe 
[Spear of the Nation] (MK), the former armed wing of 
the ANC. 


"He was a very senior man in a key position with the 
status equivalent to that of a major-general. But because 
of his PAC [Pan-Africanist Congress} background he 
didn’t have the support of the majority of his subordi- 
nates,” a source said. 


He described the current situation in the NIA as 
"completely chaotic", adding that Mdhluli’s death had 
served to expose divided loyalties in the organisation. 
"The NIA is a very fragmented organisation with 
agents from the old regime, the ANC, as well as 
members of other former liber2tion movements involved 
in infighting. They are so divided that they can’t operate 
properly,” added the source. 


Spectrum was told yesterday there was still "nw sugges- 
tion that Mdhluli’s death had been anything other than 
icide. 


Spectrum also disclosed last week that the late spy’s 
private life was no less duplicitous. He is said to have 
spent considerable time at a Johannesburg hotel with his 
apparent mistress shortly before his death. 


Moreover, the sources indicated that Mdhluli, who died 
from a gunshot wound to the forehead in his car 
on a service road in Pretoria’s botanical gardens, had 
appeared to be in financial difficulty. 


Sources said these factors indicated that the motive for 
Mdhluli’s death had been personal. “All this left him 
open to blackmail. And it has now become obvious that 
he was a security risk for the present Government,” said 
a source. 


Spectrum obtained information which showed that 
Mdhluli had been a paid security police agent under a 
scheme called "The Republi~ Source” programme. 


A senior member of the PAC’s intelligence structure, 
Mdhluli (31) became Apla’s military attache in Zim- 
oabwe in 1990. It was during this time that he is be- 
lieved to have been recruited by the CIO. Two years 
later he returned to South Africa to be integrated into 
the NIA. 
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As head of the NIA’s directorate for security, Mdhluli’s 
area of responsibility included the protection of state 
secrets, all security matters pertaining to sabotage, and 
security investigations. 

His sense of high-risk adventure did not end at spying, 
however. According to Spectrum's sources, he was 
a “high-speed, fast woman" man. For instance, it is 
understood that he was booked into a room at the 
Gardeb Court Holiday Inn in Johannesburg on October 
1 and 2. Apparently he was joined there by his alleged 
mistress, a woman whose name is known to Spectrum. 
It is believed that the two also spent time together at the 
same hotel between April 28 and April 30 this year. 


Another example of how close to the edge Mdhluli lived 
was that, on the evening of his death, he was doing 
215kmv/h in his BMW 325i. 


Since his death, the PAC, and particularly its general 
secretary, Maxwell Nemadzivhanani, have been pub- 
licly voicing their misgivings about his apparent suicide, 
calling the circumstances surrounding his death suspi- 
cious and unclear, and eventually indicating that they 
believed he was murdered. 


Nemadzivhanani also alleged that Mdhluli was believed 
to have stumbled onto sensitive information linking 
former Military Intelligence agents to the recent coup 
in the Comores immediately before he died. He further 
claimed that the organisation was following up leads 
that Mdhluli was allegedly abducted from a Gauteng 
hotel by three “policemen” prior to his death. 


And this week, Deputy Intelligence Minister Joe 
Nhlanhla was quoted as saying he believed that the 
exposure of Mdhluli as a former security police agent 
was a deliberate attempt to divert the focus from his 
killing. "Whether he was a double agent or not, we 
need to find out the circumstances surrounding his 
death,” he reportedly said. "We want to be definite on 
who killed him.”

The gross lie uttered by 
French Cooperation Minister Jacques Godfrain at the 
French National Assembly when challenged by Former 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing is no longer mis- 
leading. Their France has decided — notwithstanding 
the price to be paid by the Ivorians — to impose Konan 
Bedie and his men upon Ivorians. The threats issued by 
Bedie, General Tanny, General Ouassenan Kone, and 
Interior Minister Bombet, are nothing but threats issued 
by France herself. 


The Ivorian people have learned lessons from what 
happened in brotherly countries which are also fighting 
for a social change. This is a lesson from history that 
could give new ideas. According to various sources, 
whereas France — through Ambassador Dutheil de la 
Rochere — has asked Charles Taylor to deploy his 
troops at the border, and to be ready to inter ove at any 
time if need be, the Ivorian people are getting ready 
today with empty hands, to set themselves free. 


We hope that Mr. Ambassador is also aware of the 
fact that there are also thousands of French nationals 
in the interior of Cote d’Ivoire, and that if Liberians 
engage in any action against Ivorians, they could also 
become victims! Events have always shown that the 
people behind wars also fall victim before the end of 
the conflict. 


It is true that Ambassador Dutheil de la Rochere can 
ask Bedie not to give in to any demand because the 
contingents at the French military base are here to 
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intervene alongside Gen. Tanny who, with the aid of his 
commandos is ready to fight the democrats if ordered 
to. However, history teaches us that the shah of Iran, 
who commanded one of the most powerful armies in 
the world, could not save his regime when confronted 
with a people’s uprising. Today in Cote d'Ivoire, it 
means the popular uprising of millions of Ivorians who 
for once are aspiring to democratic change. Preventing 
them from initiating this change is tantamount to a 
declaration of war, and it is not in France’s interest to 
do so. Besides, it does not have the means to resist a 
people’s uprising. France has too many interests in Cote 
d'Ivoire. Its physical presence is so great that it cannot 
afford to disregard the voice of reason. It should advise

Taylor Confirms Fresh Fighting Near NPFL Base

(FBIS Transcribed Text] The National Patriotic Front of 
Liberia, NPFL, has come under renewed pressure today 
to defend its headquarters of Gbarnga where there has 
been fighting between the NPFL and ULIMO [United 
Liberation Movement for Democracy in Liberia] in defi- 
ance of the August cease-fire agreement. Our Monrovia 
correspondent, Nyenati Allison, has been speaking to 
the NPFL’s leader, Charles Taylor, and he telexed us 
this report: 


Fresh fighting broke out at dawn today near Charles 
Taylor’s headquarters in Gbarnga, forcing villagers to 
flee into the surrounding forests. Taylor, who was 
visitiug Abidjan at the time the fighting started, said he 
had been informed by his commanders in the area that 
fighting was continuing on the main highway linking 
Gbarnga to Kakata. He said the fighting first broke 
out around the town of Suakoko, seven miles south 
of Gbarnga, and later spread to nearby villages. Taylor 
Claims this fresh round of fighting was started by forces 
from Alhaji Koromah’s wing of ULIMO. 


Charles Taylor and his former rival, George Boley of the 
LPC [Liberian Peace Council] arrived in Monrovia this 
afternoon from an official visit to the Ivory Coast where 
they signed an agreement with the Ivorian Government 
to strengthen security along the border area and to assist 
the 306,000 registered Liberian refugees in the Ivory 
Coast. The refugee population living along the border 
has called for the urgent deployment of ECOMOG 
[Economic “ommunity of West African States Cease- 
Fire Mo Group] troops in southeastern Liberia to 
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enable them to return to their villages. The refugees say 
conditions in their camps are deplorable and a cholera 
outbreak has killed 60 people in the past three weeks.

Resistance Spokesman Criticizes Rebel Divisions

regular army and units of the Tuareg resistance on 
12 October in the northeast of the country may have 
political repercussions affecting the future of last April’s 
peace accords. The French mediator Eric Lubin does not 
believe the incidents will have a serious impact, but for 
Mano Dayak, president of the Coordinating Body of the 
Armed Resistance [CRA], one of the groups resulting 
from a split in the Organization of the Armed Resistance 
[ORA)], the real obstacle to peace is divisions within the 
rebel movement. He spoke to our reporter Jean-Jacques 
Louarne: 


[Begin Dayzk recording] Divisions within the rebellion 
are a real obstacle, in my opinion, to peace in Niger, 
because for as long as the rebellion lacks internal unity, 
one simply cannot speak of the peace process as being 
competently managed. Experience proves that as long 
as all the participants in a conflict are not involved 
in its resolution, peace is impossible. Examples of this 
abound, in Liberia and so many other parts of Africa. 
I think this is something the present leaders of the 
Tuareg rebellion ought to be pondering; the government 
and people of Niger must take this into account as 
well. We absolutely have to achieve this unity, and if 
it unfortunately proves impossible owing to personal 
conflicts, then the government will have to admit that it 
Cannot manage the peace process without involving the 
six movements that belong to the CRA. [end recording]
